I.’Ir.  Chaiman,  I'adara  and  Centlerien,* 

I subiait  herewith  my  Annual  neport  for  the  year 
1941  upon  the  health  and  sanitary  circurastances  of  Famhara. 

In  coiapliance  with  the  directions  of  the  i^inistry 
in  Circular  2604,  on  grounds  of  National  security  no  figures 
have  been  given  which  would  enable  any  substantial  series  of 
local  populations  to  be  constructed , ‘ and  no  reference  has 
been  made  to  war-tine  industrial  developments  or  to  extension 
of  water  supply  and  sewerag'e,  etc. 

In  the  interests  of  paper  economy,  the  report  has 
also  been  abbreviated  as  much  as  possible  and  has  been 
stencilled  instead  of  nrinted. 

Tlie  health  of  the  district  has  been  surnri singly 
good  and  although  a 'considerable  amount  of  time  has  been 
devoted  to  \var-time  housing  nroblens  and  inspection  of  food 
the  denartment  has  appeared  to  function  more  normally  than 
since  the  outbreal^  of  war.  For  this,  I once  again- talrce 
the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the 
co-oneration  of  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.

There  has  been^no  change  in  the  area  of  the  urban 
district  of  Farnham  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  is 
approximately  the  same  as  in  1940,  although  the  resident 
population  has  slightly  increased. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  tlie  sane  as  in 
1940  but  there  has  inevitably  been  some  overcrowding  due  to 
the  ^influx  of  refugees.

■ and  during  the  .near  503  children  under  5 and  1,332  between 
5 and  15- years . completed  their  course  of  •immunisation. 

The  perc-entage- of  children • nrotec ted  is  probably  about  40^/c 
under  5 .rears  and  ^Ofo  between  5 and  15  ■^’•ears.
